The saddest thing about the 
album is that the presence 
on the singers Is so cloudy that 
unless you. follow the lyric 
sheet thoughtfully provided 
with die ahum, you won’t rea¬ 
lize just how well these young 
men are writing. 

“Splash I” came from their 
songbag, but it took the slick, 
commerciality of The Clique 
to make it Number 1 in this 
areA. The funny thing about it 
is that The Elevators them- 
selvea are commercial, but 
some unknown element hides 
Eoky Erlckaon’s excellent sing¬ 
ing abilities. As a listener, I 
Want the singer to get more 


personal with me. I don’t want 
his voice hidden an often be¬ 
hind the musical jug, which 
has become identified a# their 
sound, but is growing tire¬ 
some from over - exposure. 
When I hear The Elevators* 
tapes over giant speakers, 
I get that personal feeling, but 
somehow it is lost in the trans¬ 
lation from tape to disc on a 
small machine in the home. 

Don’t get me wrong. This al¬ 
bum is a must for any Eleva¬ 
tor fan. In fact, it is already 
tiie fastest rising LP in Hous¬ 
ton. It has many songs in it 
My favorites are “Dust”, “I 
Had To Tell You”, “Slide 
Machine,” and “She Lives In 
a Time of Her Own.” I don’t 
know which one will be their 
new single, but there’ll be sev¬ 
eral left for you groups (who 
have no writers) to choose for
